I hftve worked over kitJ.er*8 apeech of Aptdl £:6, 1942 
in considerable detail nith several of my coUengues. ir.e <'ire 
Bgreed thai the fipedeb is ratlsr atypical ttur Hitler. It lAdes 
the effusiveness to which we hsve become Rccustoned. There tfr* 
DO evotlonal outhurste and few vituperations. Huch of the 
cociiiness is gone and there ia ao Pention of the sujieriority of 
Geraim arias or equipment, sufficiency of food or rsw mnterials mid 
no claim of ^ctory in tha osbt future. The speaker gives tto 
inpression of being on the defensive end appears as a nodest, 
cautious 9XtA even apologeUc ipdividuel. He edsslts that there 
ie end has been dissension in Geraany and ^requests" that poser 
be granted him to deal with such dissc^axon Buniaariiy. All this 
seems extrenely foreign to the speaker in view of his past 
performances* 

A carefHil analysis of the speecsh reveals that it is one 
of the most calculated that he has ever given. ISvery sentence 
has B direct bearing on the central theme and every lie end 
diatorUctt ia designed to serve a practical and rather than to 
induce a pleasant or sstiafactory feeling Id the listener. It
